slaughter is given. 
W hen killed, these careassea are 
exposed for sale covered w ith an im 
m aculate w hite cloth, to he pur 
oh used for certain eating houses 
term ed “ R estaurants H ippophagi,’ 
w herein various toothsom e dishes 
are prepared and consumed w ithout 
any concealm ent being made as to 
the nature of tho meat served. The 
patrons of these restauran ts con 
tend, however, that tho horse’s near 
relative, tho donkey, m akes a more 
tender and far less stringy steak 
than the flanks of the form er noble 
anim al. 
A cordon bleu annually regales the 
habitues of the (¡ran« l hotel w ith a 
"hippophagi d in n er,” som ew hat a ft­ 
er tho m anner of tho gam e dinners 
m ade historic by John Drake at our 
own G rand Pacific hotel. 
At this yearly feast the gourm et 
m ay order his donkey or pony flesh 
prepared 
in "bif-te k ,” 
fricassee, 
boiled, broiled o ra la mode, as appe­ 
tite dictates, certain of having hi* 
tasto catered to in the host style of 
French culinary art. 
But the sentim entalist who would 
fain partake of this feast m ust re­ 
frain from visiting the sham bles 
near Boulevard d ’ltalie, else his sen 
sibilities w ill receive the rudest of 
shocks, for the butchery of the horse 
is truly the m ost pitiable of speota 
cleg.

Among the w onders of modern 
surgery there is nothing more re­ 
m arkable than the transplanting of 
teeth. 
Some years ago a dentist on 
the Pacific coast created a sensation 
by extracting a tooth from the Jaw 
of one person and inserting it in the 
jaw of another. Sinoe tha t tim e the 
operation has boon repeatedly tried, 
hut w ith not altogether satisfactory 
results. 
At least 25 per cent of the 
cases have failed of success. 
Con­ 
sidering that the experim ent is in 
its infancy, this is encouraging. Tho 
m ethod is to select the tooth re­ 
quired for the purpose, pains being 
taken tha t it is of just the size and 
shape to fit tho space of the one re­ 
moved. 
Tho crow n is severed from 
tho root, w hich is then deprived of 
its pericem entum and shaped to suit 
the operator. A thorough cleansing 
of the nerve canal is next in order; 
then the apex of the root is filled 
and herm etically sealed w ith a tiny 
platina tube carefully fitted into tho 
nerve canal. A fter the most careful 
course of antiseptic treatm ent, the 
socket is prepared to receive the 
new root, w hich is secured in place, 
and so covered tha t it is safe from 
slioeks ami pressure. 
A fter about 
six weeks, or when the union has 
taken place, provided the operation 
is successful, a jiorcelain crown is 
attached to the root, and the patient 
has a fine, strong and natural l« » ok 
lng tooth.—New York Ledger.
